There shou ld be no room for dou bt in the 
minds of ou r astronau ts that they are doing 
dou ble du ty in their historic project to pu t 
a man in far-space by learning first abou t 
the problem s of trav el in near-space. 
Their first interest is scientific. Astronau t 
Virgil I. G rissom 's su ccessfu l flight Friday 
m orning pinned down what had been dem ­ 
onstrated by Alan B. Shepard last May . Ex ­ 
cept for the m ishap that cau sed G rissom 's 
capsu le to sink after it landed in the water, 
his flight was the sam e as Shepard’s. Cer­ 
tain refinem ents in design had been made 
in the m eantim e, bu t his space ship prov ed 
again it is possible to predict with near-cer­ 
tainty what 
the 
ships' characteristics in 
flight will be. 
f 
Ev en the sinking was a foreseen factor. 
It had been prov ided for. The astronau t’s 
techniq u e for leav ing the capsu le had been 
worked ou t as carefu lly as the calcu lations 
for the length of its flight. 
It is the su ccess of the plans that consti­ 
tu te the other part of the dou ble-du ty the 
asronau ts are perform ing. They ,a re part 
of a project hav ing m assiv e effect on the na­ 


tion's m orale. They are dram atizing with 
their perform ance the ability of A m erican 
scientists to m eet the challenge of the space 
age. 
An accident of pu blicity , more than any ­ 
thing else, has cau sed m any Am ericans to 
dou bt their own cou ntry . The Sov iet Union 
has done su ch a good job of tooting its own 
horn that the United States has su ffered by 
comparison. Bu t the United States has been 
deficient only in horn-tooting, not in things 
to toot abou t. 
Astronau ts 
Shepard 
and 
Grissom 
hav e 
prov ed this. They hav e m ade Am ericans 
feel as prou d as they felt nearly a third of 
a centu ry ago when one of their y ou ng men, 
Charles A. 
Lindbergh, flew a solo flight 
across the North Atlantic. A little later on, 
su ch feats became commonplace, bu t Lind­ 
bergh earned his cou ntry m en’s gratitu de by 
being a pioneer. 
Ev en Yu ri G agarin’s earth-circling flight 
last April does not take the shine off Shep­ 
ard and Grissom. They ’re ou rs! We know 
ev ery detail of this accom plishm ent — and 
we re still gu essing abou t Maj. G agarin’s. 


Ohioans Need More Jobs 


Ohio Gov . DiSalle seems to be opening 
his fight for a second term with a pep­ 
pery indictment of the Repu blican-controlled 
General Assembly for trim m ing his bu dget. 
Bu t we find in the indictment this sav ing 
thou ght: That he will try his best to m ain­ 
tain state aid program s for the needy at 
their present lev el. 
This shou ld not be difficu lt within the 
mu lti-million-dollar elasticity of appropria­ 
tions that are am ple for continu ation of 
ex isting program s, ev en thou gh the Repu b­ 
lican m ajority in the legislatu re didn’t think 
this was the time for spending increases 
and the certainty of more tax boosts when 
it cam e time to pay the piper two y ears 
from now.

Perhaps inspired by this ex am ­

shares, the ICA decided to help 
the Iranian gov ernm ent to hav e 
a decent slau ghterhou se in Teher­ 
an. That was in 1952, when $ 15, 
000 was com m itted to bu y eq u ip­ 
ment for a stru ctu re erected by 
the Iranian gov ernmen* 
In the y ears that followed more 
money was set aside for ex pan­ 
sion — amou nting to 
$57 6.000 in 
dollars and $106 000 
in Iranian 
rials. In addition, ICA approv ed 
a loan of $290,000 toward constru c­ 
tion 
costs, 


SHORTLY AFTER 
1952, when 
been installed, a technician of the 
"m ission” of the ICA reported 
that the bu ilding was insanitary 
and that it shou ld not be u sed. 
Nev ertheless, it was pu t in oper­ 
ation. and 
$ 142,000 was obligated 
to 
finance 
additional 
im prov e­ 
ments. 
Then there was an inspection 
by 
a 
U.S. 
“ Nu trition 
team ,” 
which 
reported 
that 
the 
m eat 
em anating from the affair was 
u nfit for hu man consu mption. Bu t 
the 
ICA 
continu ed 
the 
project 
and prov ided financing for off­ 
shore procu rem ent of refrigera­ 
tion. 
The Iranian gov ernm ent was to 
contribu te to the constru ction of 
a 
bu ilding for 
the 
new eq u ip­ 
ment. 
Then a G erm an consu ltant was 
hired to dev elop general plans, 
which shou ld hav e been ready be­ 
fore the initial help was prov id­ 
ed 
The 
G erm an 
recom mended 
» hat an engineering firm oe em ­ 
ploy ed to m ake plans and speci­ 
fications for a new bu ilding and 
eq u ipm ent. 
The ICA allocated 
$ 150,000 for 
this ex pense ou t of the original 
allocation. 
After a delay of 27 
months, an A m erican engineering 
firm was hired. 


MORE YEARS PASSED, 
u n­ 
til in mid-19 59 the plans w ere 
ready . 
Meanwhile, 
of 
cou rse, 
there had been certain de-obliga- 
tions, re-obligations, and su b-ob­ 
ligations of the proposed fu nds. 
Finally a su itable IranianB rit- 
ish contractor was fou nd to do 
the constru ction. Work began in 
1960. Present progress was not 
reported by the com ptroller gen­ 
eral. 
Thu s, fou r nations were occu ­ 
pied at v ariou s times with thii 
project ov er the y ears. That cer­ 
tainly is “ international coopera­ 
tion.” 
It ou ght 
to be q u ite a 
slau ghterhou se, with su ch a dis­ 
tingu ished history . 


Being worried abou t the Ru s­ 
sian threat against Berlin, 
the 
Senate D isarm am ent Committee 
asked the ex pert witness what 
the United Sates shou ld do to 
cou nter it. 
It 
was 
Sen. 
Ru ssell 
Long, 
D-La., who did the q u estioning. 
He was 
bothered, 
becau se 
in 
face of the Ru ssian demand that 
W estern garrisons be withdrawn 
from West Berlin, he cou ldn't en­ 
v isage how the 
power 
of 
the 
United States cou ld su ccessfu lly 
resist the pressu re. 
Sen. 
Long’s statem ent of the 
problem was a bit on the v agu e 
side. Bu t what the comm ittee u l­ 
tim ately released for pu blication 
went abou t like this: 


"Ou r people say , if they (the 
Ru ssians) are going to cu t u s off 
from Berlin, we are not going 
to take it ly ing down. We will 
try to 
mov e throu gh. We will 
send forward a tank div ision. Bu t 
once a m ilitary solu tion becomes 
necessary , 
we 
don't 
hav e 
the 
conv entional forces to follow u p. 
“The m ilitary solu tion cou ld be 
prov oked 
immediately . 
Or 
the 
Ru ssians m ay try a step-by -step 
approach. There wou ld be no par 
ticu lar point at which the United 
States is ju stified in resorting to 
atomic w arfare. How then can 
the situ ation be handled?” 


THE WITNESS, Gen 
Max well 
D. Tay lor, replied: “ We hav e all 
the strength that is necessary , if 
we are willing to mobilize it and 
do so in tim e.” 
Sen. 
Long 
asked: 
“ Mobolize 
t h ' entire nation?” 
Gen. 
Tay lor 
replied: 
: "Yes. 
You cannot play arou nd in this 
bu siness u nless y ou hav e a lot 
of 
blu e 
chips 
in 
y ou r 
pocket. 
This is u nlimited poker.” « 
T hat’s 
all 
from 
the 
record. 
Howev er, the D isarm am ent Com­ 
mittee 
w asn’t 
bu y ing 
national 
mobilization on that day and, in 
fact, hardly any one else in gov ­ 
ernm ent ex cept Gen. Tay lor was 
talking abou t it. 
Su ch 
significance 
as 
attends 
this ex change of v iews comes of 
the date. While it sou nds fresh 
enou gh that it might hav e taken 
place last w eek, it took place on 
Feb. 2 . 1959. 
Gen. 
Ty lor, who is now the 
m ilitary 
representativ e 
of 
the 
President, was at that time the 
Arm y ’s Chief of Staff. His words 
weigh 
mu ch 
heav ier now, 
and 
not only becau se the threat is 
deemed more acu te. 
Then, as now, ev ents seemed 
to be ru shing on the dou ble *o- 
ward a deadline. 
Three months 
earlier, Prem ier Khru shchev had 
u ttered his first threat 
against 
the Allied presence 
in 
Berlin, 
calling for the 
remov al of the 
W estern garrisons by May 27. 


THIRTY-ONE 
MONTHS 
hav e 
since slipped by . In that inter­ 
v al, as to force lev els and weap­ 
ons on hand or forthcoming, the 
United States has not improv ed 
its relativ e position. 
According to some of the ex ­ 
perts, the “ missile gap,” which 


was then little more than a con 
v ersation piece, 
has become a 
steadily widening reality . 
So within the highest cou ncils 
of gov ernment. Gen. Tay lor, who 
is nothing if not consistent, shou ld 
be offering the sam e adv ice as 
to what we mu st do — mobilize, 
if not the nation, at least enou gh 
of it 
to signal to the Ru ssians 
that we will not be blu ffed from 
this gam e of “ u nlimited poker.” 
Bu t 
if u nlimited is 
the right 
word, then the other cam p is not 
likely 
to throw in its hand be­ 
cau se 
of the m u stering 
of a few 
additional legions. 
It shou ld be a proper q u estion: 
W hat wou ld hav e been accom ­ 
plished if the Tay lor adv ice had 
been followed in 1959? 


If there is a line of reasoning 
in su pport of the proposition that 
by mobilizing then, the United 
States wou ld today be better off, 
the USSR wou ld hav e been tau ght 
a lasting lesson and the world 
wou ld not longer be sweating ou t 
a recu rring Berlin crisis, then we 
ou ght to know what it is, we 
really ou ght to know. 
W hatev er the cost in dollars, 
disru ption of national norm alcy 
and restoration of gov ernmental 
controls ov er the economy , 
it 
wou ld hav e been worth the price. 


BUT 
MOBILIZATION, 
u nac­ 
companied by an u ltim atu m (and 
it is against ou r religion to talk 
like an aggressor) m ay nev er of 
itself 
bring 
an 
adv ersary 
to 
term s; to the side which inv okes 
it. withou t a workable plan for 
achiev ing the pi 'itical object, it 
rides as heav ily on the back as 
the Old Man of the Sea. 
Let’s look at Brother Khru sh­ 
chev 
in 
the 
weeks 
which 
fol­ 
lowed Gen. Tay lor’s meeting with 
the committee. 
He w asn’t ev en sitting at the 
sam e poker table; 
that 
winter 
and spring, it was a different 
gam e 
than 
Gen. 
Tay lor 
had 
imagined. 
For whatev er reasons prom pt­ 
ed him, whether he didn't feel 
the 
USSR 
was 
ready 
for 
the 
showdown, or wished to protract 
W estern angu ish ov er Berlin, or 
hu ngered for a peacefu l tu rn in 
the world spotlight, Mr. K was 
more interested in chasing the 
bu tterflies of su m m itry that sea­ 
son than in digesting free Berlin. 
Did the change of program , the 
illu sory appearance of the fleet­ 
ing grin of conciliation, 
eithet 
lower his personal prestige or be­ 
come m arked as a setback to 
Ru ssia? 
A foolish q u estion. His credit 
went u p among the neu trals be­ 
cau se he 
had 
wav ed 
an oliv e 
branch. 
Had the United States 
mobilized, it might hav e looked 
not only belligerent bu t silly . 
Mobilization 
then 
wou ld 
not 
hav e 
made u s better prepared 
for what comes now. In the in­ 
terim , we wou ld hav e wearied of 
its bu rdens and hairshirts. This 
rev iew has no object bu t to il­ 
lu m inate the Washington dilem ­ 
ma. Mr. K can do it all again 
and it is weary ing.
